But a _ drilling 
concession was .granted to 
the American Drilesco Com- 
peny, and there was an ob- 
vious tendency to think of 
dollar royalties from an Ame- 
rican oil company as a- way 
out of Turkey's dollar short- 
age 

The May elections have 
giveii 4 real filip to American 
hopes. The victorious Demo- 
crats are advocates of private 
enterprise and might well fol- 
low American advice to sell 
most state enterprises to pri- 
vate capitalists. They seem 
likely to allow foreign ca- 
pital a share because the long 
years of “Statism” have 
hampered’ the accumulation 
of large amounts of private 
Turkish capital Before Ame- 
rican and British capital can 
expand their efforts in Tur- 
key it will be necessary, how- 
ever, to remove a number of 
severe restrictions. At pre- 
sent foreigners may work in 
few -occupations, and foreign 
firms may not transfer their 
profits. Under US. pressure 
the previous regime relented 
a littie and said foreign firms 
helping to increase Turkish 
exports might apply to trans 
fer their profits. But would- 
be investors are not yet satis- 
fed and expéct big conces- 
sions from the Democrats. 
Anti-American Propaganda 

This growth of American 
influence gives ammunition 
t its enemies. In May the 
police announced, after a raid 
on a Sivas hotel, that they 
had arrested several Com- 
munists and seized stickers 
emblazoned: “The Americans 
Must Go!''” “You Have Made 
Turkey a Colony!” This has 
been the main propaganda 
line of the Turkish Com- 
munists and the Turkish- 
lenguage broadcasts of the 
Soviet radio. But so deep is 
the traditional anti-Russian 
feeling that nothing emanat- 
ing from Moscow, or those 
closely attuned to Moscow, 
can have very wide influence.

Actually, the prospect of 
any really influential anti- 


propaganda emerges 
on the Right, particularly 
among extreme nationalists 
such as the Nation.

The potence 
of right-nationalist § resent- 
ment against high-pressure 
American modernization has 
been demonstrated in China 
where many Kuomintang of- 
ficers spent more time resist- 
ing American efforts than 
fighting Communists. In Tur- 
key the 800 senior officers 
who were retired in Novem- 
ber under American pressure 
are naturally resentful. 


Whispering Campaign 


Even before this there was 
some complaining in the for- 
ces about the worn American 
equipment received, particu- 
larly the second-hand aircraft 
which caused crash fatalities. 
And there have been whispers 
against American strategy 
which envisages abandoning 
most of Turkey t© Russia im- 
mediately, except fer beach- 
heads like the Cilician plains, 
from which Baku can be 
bombed easily. And if the 
new Democratic regime con- 
curs in American proposals 
to turn tc p-heavy state enter- 
prises over to private owner- 
ship, many thousands of their 
surplus employees will be 
scrapped and looking for a 
whipping dog. 

Attacks onthe Government 
for “selling out” to the for- 
eigners could hark back to 
the Ataturk crusade. 
Kemal Ataturk took over in 
1923, Turkey was 4 near- 
colony, with foreigners being 
tried in their own consular 
courts and even collecting 
Turkey's internal revenues to 
pay foreign debts.

Judging from recent contri- 
butions to these columns, se- 
veral sefious dangers seem 
to threaten our nascent film 
industry. One of them is a 
misconception concerning fo- 
reign film production condi- 
tions, another is the disregard 
for world market audience 
requirements, and the third is 
underestimation of production 
cost- 

An instance of the first of 
these mistakes is the argu- 
ment based on “Open City.” 
This very fine film, made in 
Italy almost immediately af- 
ter the end of the war, is the 
only one which can be termed 
financially successful in terms 
of the American market. Four 
years and several hundred 
films later, we are still wait- 
ing for an Italian film which 


will be shown in the US 
outside the so-called “art” 
theatres. 


The same holds generally 
true for French films and even 
British. It would be sheer folly 
to base future Israeli film pro- 
duction on conclusions drawn 
from such lucky aeccidenté as 
Rossellini’s classic. There is 
also the mistaken notion that 
in Italy and France, films are 
produced “under conditions 
simiiar to those prevailing in 
this country.” This astounding 
Statement refers to countries 
that have had a full-fledged 
film industry almost since the 
invention of the motion pic- 
ture, and where, even for low- 
budget films, the wealth of 
experience, talent and facili- 
ties is unlimited. 


World Not Interested 
The second fallacy concerns 
the story content of locally 
made films. .

to base a whole film industry 
on such a venture is a whoily 
unreasonable undertaking. 


High Production Costs 


The final—and possibly the 
greatest — danger is to under- 
estimate the cost of produc- 
tion. It would be disastrous 
for the future of the industry 
to have a dozen small invest- 
ors lose their capital on the 
assumption that a_ IL..15,000 
film has the slightest chance 
on the world market. I do net 
say that a film cannot be made 
for this amount. Some films 
were made on sheer faith and 
enthusiasm 

But an industry nee s other 
elements as well, if it is to be 
established on a firm basis. In 
films, more than in any other 
industry. it is quality. that 
counts, and the quality of 
films at this -price would be 
so low as to make them un- 
saleable. 

Film production costs are 
a mystery only to the non- 
initiated. Any responsible pro- 
ducer, with the experience of 
a few films to his credit, can 
prove conclusively that a fea- 
ture film will cost anywhere 
from thirty to fifty thousand 
pounds. 

Industrial costs in Israel are 
notoriously high. and there is 
no reason to believe that they 
would not also apply to the 
film industry. Raw stock, set- 
building materials, lighting 
equipment, sound recording 
apparatus, cameras and their 


For better dry cleaning 


accessories, the thousand and 
one things needed in produc- 
tion from Station wagons to 
amber shades, al! have to be 
imported. It is sonsense to 
State that “the film industry 
uses very little raw material 
that has to come from abroad.” 


Even with talent and tech- — 
available locally — and

abroad. To do so is to make an 
unrealistic appraisal of: the 
situation which i# bound to 
result in disaster. 

The picture thus drawn 
would seem to be gloomy.

There is room, in a 
world market which absorbs
